WTO THE RIVER 


Shocking Tragedy This Morn- 
ing on a Carondelet 
Ferry-Boat. 


CRAZED MOTHER FLINGS HER 
TWO OHILDREN INTO 
THE RIVER.

She Leaped After Them and Was 
Almost Instantly 
Drowned. 


EDWARD BRANDLE, A FISHER- 
MAN, BRAVELY RESCUED 
THE LITTLE ONES. 


Both Were Unconscious and Noth- 
ing Could Be Learned 
From Them. 


The Drowned Woman Is Supposed to 
Be Mrs. Arthur Vogel, Liv- 
ing on Davis Street 
in Carondelet. 


A woman supposed to be Mrs. Arthur 
Vogel of 522 West Davis street, Carondelet, 
threw her two little children into the river 
this morning from the ferryboat, and then 
plunged after thee. 

The children were rescued. The woman 
was drowned. 

The only clew to her identity was a note 
inside her hat-band, which read: 

“Send to Mrs, Bertha Jost, 237 North 
Market street.” 

The Dr. Hill is a regular ferry boat be- 
tween Bast Carondelet and Davis street in 
Carondelet, It is in charge of Capt. Keller. 

The boat left its East Carondelet landing 
on its 11:30 trip with a fair load of pas- 
sengers aboard. Among them was a woman 
with two little children, one a boy about 
8 and the other a girl about 5 years of age. 

The woman appeared to be between 35 
and 4 years of age. She was heavily built, 


with beads and a dark blue hat. 

The children were neatly clothed and very 
attractive. 

No one paid any particular attention to 
the woman. She seemed very much excited 
about something and kept moving about 
with the children at her heels, but this at- 
tracted no comment. 

As the steamboat neared the Missouri 
shore the woman was seen to edge up to 
the lower deck railing. She kept her chil- 
dren close by her side. 

Just as the boat swung around to reach 
its landing coming up stream, the woman 
stooped and grabbed one child in her arms. 
With a scream she raised the little one 
above her head and dashed it into the 
river. 

The unfortunate baby struck the muddy, 
fierce looking waters of the Mississippi and 
disappeared with a faint scream. 

So paralyzed were the other passengers 
on the Dr. Hill that they simply gazed at 
the mad-woman. They saw her stoop again 
and seize the other girl. 

The child struggled, for she seemed to 
realize what was to be her fate, but the 
maniac’s arms were like vises. 

She was lifted high above the mother’s 
head and tossed into the churning water. 

Two magnificent dogs had accompanied 
the woman and children—one a massive St. 
Bernard, the other a spaniel. 

As the crazed woman flung one child into 
the water and then grasped the other in 
her arms, the two dogs sprang at her with 
& gavage growl. One seized the woman's 
arm and the St. Bernard got the child’s 
dress in his teeth. He was trying to save 
her little life, instinctively knowing that 
the maniac mother was trying to drown 
the little ones. 

The woman struggled for an instant with 
the dogs and finally threw them off. Then 
she tossed her baby into the turbulent 
flood. 

Then, with a loud cry, the mother sprang 
through the gate on the boat’s side and 
flung herself overboard. 

Capt. Keller had. by this time become 
aware of the tragedy that was transpifring. 
He reversed his engines, but before any 
steps at rescue could be taken a boat dart- 
ed out from the Davis street landing. 

In it was Edward Brandle, a fisherman. 
He had been preparing to go fishing and 
was just ready to step into the boat when 
he saw the crazy woman throw the first 
child into the water. 

Instantly he sprang to his skiff and pulled 
to where the baby had disappeared. As he 
rowed the other child came flying through 
the air, and then the body of the mother, 
Bradley’s first effort was to save the little 
ones. He quickly pulled to where they had 
sank and soon had them safe in the boat. 
The mother did not rise again. 

Bradley waited to make sure that there

WITH BRIBERY 


SAID TO HAVE OFFERED $20,000 
FOR FOUR VOTES. 


INDICTMENTS ARE DRAWN UP. 


Capt. Tanner Makes a Startling State- 
ment of Details, Wilson and 
Franks Being Implicated. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 10.—Indict- 

ments charging bribery and conspiracy to 
bribe have been prepared by the Franklin 
County Grand-jury against three of the 
most prominent Republicans in the State 
and before the day is past true bills will 
be returned against Congressmen W. God- 
frey Hunter of the Third District, the Re- 
publican nominee for the United States 
Senate; Congressman John H. Wilson of 
the Seventh District, one of Dr. Hunter's 
closest advisers, and Hon. F. T. Franks, 
one of the leading Republican politicians 
of the Second District. 
The indictments were prepared last night 
upon the testimony of Capt. Noel Gaines, 
Capt. Thomas Tanner, his. brother-in-law 
and Fred Gordon, all of this city. 

The charges are indignantly denied by Dr. 
Hunter, Mr. Wilson and* Mr. Franks, all 


of whom say they will prosecute for criminal 
libel all who have testified to the above facts 
before the Grand-jury. They all claim that 
it is the last desperate effort of the Black- 
burn Democrats to prevent Dr. Hunter’s 
election to-day, which seemed a certainty 
in view of the fact that he lacked only one 
vote at the ballot yesterday. 


The following authorized interview was 
given out this morning by Capt. Thomas 
Tanner, one of the accusing witnesses: 

“Tl was first called to the Capitol Hotel on 
April 1 and took Dr. Hunter to Capt. 
Gaines’ house. I there heard the conversa- 
tion which followed between Dr. Hunter 
and Gaines. I was in an adjoining room. 
My principal connection with the case was 
through “Wilson and Franks. On various 
occasions I was called to consult with them 
and urged to take a hand in buying votes. 
They insisted they must have three or four 
Democratic votes, and singled out Repre- 
sentatives Gossom,ClarkeJohns and Lykens, 
whom they said we (Gaines and myself) 
must get, although any Democratic votes 
would be acceptable. 

“TI was called to the Capitol Hotel Manday 
night and had a conference with Wilson in 
Room 21. Wilson had a big roll of bills; he 
said there were $5,000 in the package, and 
from all appearances there were. There 
were four such packages, or $230,000, and he 
said this would be paid for four votes for 
Dr. Hunter. He showed me the money as 
an evidence of good faith. He seemed to be 
the man who handled all the money. I had 
several conferences with Franks in the same 
room. I was tast called there Thursday 
morning, when they seemed to think that

WASHINGTON, D. C.,-April 10.—A state- 
ment has been sent out from this city to 
the effect that Capt. W. W. Peabody, vice- 
president and general manager of the Bal- 
timore & Southwestern Railway, with head- 
quarters at Cincinnati, has been tendered 
by the President the position of Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner to be vacated by 


reason of the expiration of the term of 
Hon. W. R. Morrison of Illinois, at present 
the chairman of the commission. 

This information is believed to be inac- 
curate. It is thought the correspondent got 
hfs Peabodys mixed. The term of Commis- 
sioner Wm. R,. Morrison as chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission does not 
expire until Dec. 31 next. He will not be re- 
moved in the meantime. James Peabody of 
Chicago, editor of the Railway Age, is con- 
sidered one of the strongest candidates for 
the vacancy. It doés Hot appear to be set- 
tled that Col. Morridodm's successor has yet 
been decided on. At-the Interstate Commerce 
Commission nothing is known of the mat- 
ter. W. W. Peabody of the B. & O. South- 
western Railway is not known to be a can- 
didate. There are now three Democrats and 
two Republicans on the commission, so that 
the successor to Morrison is to be a Re- 
publican.

“One of the Institute members writes 
home from Upper Egypt to announce his 
discovery of a palace of Pharoah of the 
sixth dynasty, with numerous valuable in- 
scriptions. The wine jars of Pharoah were 
found intact in a large cellar. All were 
hermetically sealed, but on breaking the 
seal of one, the wine seemed petrified.”

CROSSED THE FRONTIER. 


TURKEY GROWING UNEASY. 


Sultan’s Commander-in-Chief Gets Or- 


ders to Invade Greece If It 
Seems to Be Justified. 


F'LASSONA, April 10.—Edhem Pasha, the 
commander-in-chief of the Turkish army, 


has received orders from Constantinople to 
cross the frontier of Greece with his forces, 
should it be proved that Greek regular 
troops are among the invaders. 

The Turk!sh troops continue advancing 
against the invaders, who will shortly find 
themselves between three fires. 

The telegraph line between here and Ja- 
nina, the headquarters of the Turkish 
army stationed there to meet a possible ad- 
vance of the Greeks from Atra, has been 
cut, but service continues via Monsatari. 
The Greek irreguiars crossed the frontier 
in the night time and surprised and burned 
four Turkish outpost stations. 

The Turkish troops are advancing toward 
the point of attack from Diskata, Isipilo 
and Metzovo. The villagers of Isipilo say 
they have heard the firing of big guns and 
suppose that the Turks are engaged with 
the Greeks. 

Edhem Pasha again promptly wired to 
Constantinople for instructions. 

It appears that Greece a few days azo 
warned the Turkish authorities that in- 
surgent bands would probably attempt 
to cross the frontier and that the authori- 
ties could not stop them, but it is believed 
here that so large a body of insurgents 
could not have advanced into Turkish terri- 
tory without the knowledge of the Greek 
Government, 

LONDON, April 10.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Flassona asys that at 10 o’clock 
last night a Turkish council of war was in 
session, and it was considered possible that 
the Turks would immediately take the of- 
fensive. 


ATHENS, April 10.—Dispatches received

He was not very active, how- 
ever, owing to his ill health, in the work on

In the repeal of the Sherman silver law 
the Hoosier Senator, however, took a very 


It was his last important 
work in the Senate and he final accomplish- 
ment of the repeal was due largely tq the 
effective support he rendered to the Cleve- 
land administration, which had made tlie 
repeal one of its chief purposes. The Fi- 
nance Committee at this time was almost 


the balance of power in the committee lay 
practically with Mr. Voorhees. 

Mr. Voorhees was 69 years of age last 
noe gee 7 and prior to his retirement from 
public life on March 4 last had been for 
many years one of the most picturesque 
figures in the Senate. He was born itn Lib- 
ong’ Township, Buffalo County, Ohio, and 
in his early infancy was carried by his par- 
ents to their pioneer home in the Wabash 
Valley, Indiana. In 1849 he graduated from 
the Indiana Asbury (now Depauw) Univer- 
sity, and studying law, began its practice 
in 1851. His first public office was entered 
upon in 1858. | 


Mr. Voorhees’ death was caused by an 
attack of angina pectoris. The Senator's 
health was so poor during the recent po- 
litical campaign that he could not partici- 
— in it, but after his return to Wash- 
ngton in November he seemed to improve 
in health. Two weeks ago the old rheum- 
atic troubles returned and three days ago 
became even more alarming, but the Sen- 
ator did not confine himself to his bed, and 
his family felt no immediate alarm. It was 
not, indeed, until half an hour before the 
final summons came that any one realized 
death was near. 

The Senator’s son, Reese N. Voorhees, had 
remained itn the room with his father dur- 
ing the night and was awakened about 4 
o'clock this morning by his father, who was 
then suffering great pain in the region of 
the heart. e refused, however, to allow 
a physician to be called, saying the pain 
would pass away. Half an hour later he ap- 
peared much better, and got out of bed to 
walk to the bath-room, his son being with 
him. When they entered the hallway the 
Senator was attacked by a more severe 
spasm than he had yet experienced and feil 
in a semi-conscious condition into his son's 
arms. The latter carried the now dying man 
back to his bed and summoned Dr. Shoup, 
a neighboring physician. It was too late, 
however, for any aid to be of avail, and the 
ex-Senator soon passed away without re- 
aining full consciousness. Only his son,

The remains wil! be taken to Terre Haute, 
Ind.. the Senator’s home for *o mary 
years, for interment, bu: just when is not 
yet determined.

mature of man to mystify his fellow creat- 
ures. 

“When I first read the stories regarding 
an airship I laughed and thought the yarn 


a good one, But to-day I am inclined to 
treat the matter seriously and am convinced 
something unusual has been seen in the 
heavens. 

“There is too much corroborative evidence 
and it comes from too many quarters to 
treat the metter any other way. 
looking through the telescope for 
in that direction last night, but 
cloudy and the range of observation was 
limited. To-night I shall make careful ob- 
servations until 12, and I believe many other 
St. Louisans will do the sdme.”’ 


Prof. Pritchett was asked what he 
thought of the statement by Prof. Hough 
of Northwestern University, Chicago, to 
the effect that a brilliant star had caused 
the comment. 

“That is not possible,”” he replied. ‘“‘In the 
first place Venus is the bright star at pres- 
ent, and everybody knows Venus. Then she 
is not In that part of the heavens where 
these lights have been seen. Again, it has 
been cloudy in the localities where the mys- 
terious object has been observed, so the 
star must have been obscured, and_ this 
light, whatever it is, was between the clouds 
and the earth.’’ 

“What is your solution of the mystery, 
Professor?” 

“IT have none to offer. I am as much puz- 
zled as anyone. Something unusual has been 
seen, and that is as far as I know. When I 
first read the many telegrams this morning 
I thought some practical joker might have 
sent up a hot-air balloon, but after thought 
I concluded that not possible. No hot-air 
balloon would float so long,nor could it have 
hovered over so many points. 

“‘A balloon such as has been made fora 
trip to the North Pole might be wafted 
back and forth over the Central States for 
several days and it could be so arranged as 
to keep a fixed altitude. But it is impossible 
for a balloon of such size and expense to 
have been launched without people knowing 
it. The same might be said of an airship, 
only there would be more to gain by keep- 
ing the launching of am airship secret than 
of a balloon. 

“It would, indeed, be wonderful if the 
great problem is solved at last, and in the 
face of such testimony I can not gainsay 
but it has. The matter has now become a 
matter for investigation by scientific men 
and the professors of Washington Univer- 
we AO do their utmost to solve it to- 
night.’’

The matter has caused great ex. 
citement in St. Louts, and was the subject 
of general comment down town Saturday. 

In connection with these remarkable ob- 
servations it may be stated that three 
weeks ago a letter was received by a promi- 
nent St. Louisan stating that positive in- 
formation had been obtained by the writer 
—a Chicagoan—to the effect that an air 
ship was about to be launched, and it was 
believed the aerial craft would start from 
the vicinity of St. Louis, hover over the cen- 
tral States until the curiosity of the 
civilized world was excited, then drop to 
the ground at Chicago. The letter was 
laughed at then, but is being thoroughly 
investigated now. 

Referrence was made above to the cor- 
roborative evidence that had been received 
from many points regarding observations 
made Friday night. The statements, con- 
conaes from telegraphic dispatches, are here 
given: 

Max. L. Hosmar, secretary Chicago Aero- 
nautical Association: It was an air ship. I 
know one of the three mep who are in it. 
The ship is the customary inflated gas reser- 
voir, but the inventors have discovered the 
secret of practical propulsion. They can 
steer the vessel in any direction. Word 
reached me several weeks ago that the 
craft had started from San Francisco and 
would stop heré for the purpose of regis- 
tration. The object of all the mystery is to 
arouse great interest in aerial navigation 
and demonstrate its practicability. The 
trip is to end at Washington. 

Press dispatch from Chicago: The only 
thing visible about the affair was what 
appeared to be a powerful electric light, 
sometimes a cluster of them, some green. 
Gradually the whole city turned out to gaze 
at the mysterious object that floated far 
above the lake off the north shore. Some- 
times it seemed to move rapidly a short 
distance, then retrace its steps and then 
remain stationary for a time. Then it 
would apparently move slowly in some 
other direction. The light became intensely 
brilliant at times, then almost died away. 
The sight-seers who covered the roofs of 
the high buildings downtown were certain 
the strange creation was the air ship that 
has astonished people in Kansas and lowa. 

Press dispatch from Omaha: Several hun- 
dred persons in Omaha are prepared to 
swear that an Spine of gigantic propor- 
tions has been hovering over this city at 
night for some time. It has been seen re- 
peatedly. Six months -— it was heard from 
in the interior of the State, and since that 
time it has been seen in various parts of 
Nebraska. During the past two weéks it 
has appeared almost nightly over this city. 
Invariably its description has been the 
same, Still, more persons have observed the 
great headlight of the machine than have 
seen the outlines of the vessel, though a 
great many claim to have caught glimpses 
of its workings. The general description is 
this: A long steel body, shaped like a oaigar, 
50 feet long and 6 to 10 feet in diameter, with 
wing-like attachments on the sides, while 
fore and aft appear wheel-like connections 
similar to the steering apparatus of a steam- 
ship. The top is capped by a balloon-like 
bag, though oblong, and seemingly attached 
to the cigar-shaped vessel by ropes, as the 
upper part has been observed to sway vio- 
lently. ; 

Richard Butler, farmer, of Wolf Creek 
Township, Ilo.—I was driving home Wednes- 
day night when I observed a light in a fleld 
close to the road. I knew no house was 
there, and stopped to investigate. The light 
had a glow more like that of an electric 
lamp than the kerosene burners usually em- 
ployed by the residents of the Wolf Creek 
district. I was astonished to see a 
dark mass, through the windows of which 
the lights shone. It was a long, narrow 
car, resembling a corset box in shape, but 
perhaps 30 or 35 feet in length and 6 or 7 
feet in width and height. Over this car 
floated a cigar-shaped bag, horizontally 
placed, of about the same length as the car 
and 8 or 10 feet thick at its greatest diame- 
ter. At this moment my horses caught 
sight of the ship, bolted precepitately for 
the opposite side of the road and tumbled 
me into the> ditch. By the time I had 
crawled from the wreck the machine was 
moving briskly in a southerly direction, and 
at the same. time ascending at an angle of 
about #4 degrees. 

Press dispatch from Burlington, Io,: 
What is believed to-have been an airship 
was observed in this vicinity Friday night. 
Burlington road saw it. It is described as 
having a large headlight, probably 2 feet 
in diameter, which shed atrong rays, and 
tO some extent prevented a g00d view of the 
apparatus by its glare. However, the glis- 
tening body of the ship could be discovered, 
and the dim, wing-like projections on either 
side, as described by previous observers. 
The strange craft moved swiftly ee 
the air, making a slight hissing sound. It 
was in view generally from twenty minutes 
to haif an hour and usually disappeared in 
a westerly direction.

EXPLOSION ON BROADWAY. 


Gas Main Caught Fire While Work- 
men Were Tapping it. 


Flames leaping six or eight feet into the 
air from an excavation on Broadway in 
front of the Louisville & Nashville ticket 
office Saturday morning, caused much ex- 
citement among people who happened to 
view the unusual scene. A large crowd con- 
gregated and the police appeared to clear 
the sidewalk.

United States Credentials Demanded 
_ for a European Agent of the 
C Armor Plate Combine.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—Money 
talked in the campaign for McKinley last 
fall. It is still the ruling factor with the 
Administration. The possession of millions 
is the open sesame to power with the Pres!- 
dent and his advisers. Nearly every im- 
portant place in the diplomatic and foreign 
service has been given to a man whose first 
qualification was that he had money to 
burn. and the second qualification that he 
knew when to apply the match. 

Following the announcement of the Presi- 
dent to the Missouri politicians that the 
Swiss mission had been promised several 
weeks is the suggestion that J. G. Leish- 
man, of Pennsylvania, formerly President of 
the Carnegie Works, at Homestead, is to 
be named. This is a deal in dollars purely. 

Last fall when Mark Hanna went to Pitts- 
burg and called for donations to the Repub- 
lican slush fund, Henry C. Frick, of the 
Carnegie Works, raised, it is said, one mil- 
lion dollars. Six hundred thousand of this 
is said to have been contributed by Car- 
negie, Frick, Leishman and one or two 
others of the Carnegie protected outfit. 

After the election they demanded, so the 
story goes, as an offset to their contribu- 
tion, that Leishman be sent as Minister 
to Switzerland. The place pays $5,000 per 


year. As President of the Carnegie com- 
pany, Leishman probably gets four times 
that sum,

IT HAS STARTLED HAVANA. 


The Spaniards in Porto Rico Have Put 
Over 100 Men to Death 
by Torture. 


—_—- 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The Sun has the 
following from Havana: 

A big battle has been fought at San 
Miguel de Encrucijada, Pinar del Rio Prov- 
ince, between the Spanish batallion of Ger- 
ona and some 1,000 insurgents led by Vidal 
Ducasse and Perico del Gado. After a hand- 
to-hand fight the Spanish retired, leaving 
on the ficld their dead and wounded and 
horses, arms and ammunition. Since Ma- 
ceo’s time no other battle of such import- 
ance has been fought in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio. The effect produced in Ha- 
vanna by the news is almost unprecedented. 

The victory has been especially grate- 
ful to the Cubans, as they were in need 
of ammunition and had decided to use their 
last in this action. They captured 200 rifles 
and about 300,000 rounds of ammunition. 

An expedition has landed fifteen miles 
'from the city of Havana, at Punta del In- 
| dio. 

A dispatch from Madrid says that the 
| contract for the loan which the Spanish 
Government had decided to make from the 
‘Banco de Espana has been signed, the bank 
advancing $10,000.00 in Spanish silver and 
agreeing to give 100,000,000 pesetas more if 
asked by the Minister of Finance to do so. 
Although the wording is in pesetas and sil- 
ver, it is well understood that the bank 
pays in its own paper money and the whole 
contract means only an authorization by 
the government to the bank to enlarge its 
issue of currency. . 

The news of the revolt in Porto Rico was 
known to the authorities here two weeks 
azo, but was suppressed by the censor.

WEYLER CRITICIZED. 


The Captain General Makes No At- 
tempt to Dislodge Gomez. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Havana says: The extraor- 
dinary conduct of Gen. Weyler has caused a 


storm of adverse comment. Since he left 
Havana on March 21 the Captain-Generail 
has done simply nothing from a military 
standpoint. He is now in Trinidad, and it 
is believed he is going to Jucaro Moron 
trocha, probably to inspect that much- 
talked of barrier, which apparently. serves 
no purpose but to fence Gen. Gomez off 
from Calixto Garcia, 

While it has been notorious that Gen. 
Gomez has been near Arroyo Blanco since 
before Gen. Weyler set out, no attempt has 
been made to dislodge him, and nearly three 
weeks of valuable fighting weather has been 
marked by no military operations of even 
pretended importance. Gen. Gomez, it is 
considered, is the al] important issue, and 
it has become plain that Gen. Weyler has 
been dodging it. It is believed here that the 
Captain-General was warned by Senor Can- 
ovas not to remain longer in Havana, as the 
great and growing dissatisfaction might 
necessitate his recall, and his so-called trip 
to the front was made simply to give the 
impression in Madrid that he had actually 
taken the field. 

A few days ago, during a temporary 
marshaling of insurgent forces in this prov- 
ince under Roderiguez, Castillo, Delgado 
and Acosta. 2,000 men were encamped with- 
in cannon shot of Moro Castle. This, with 
the daily reports of fighting, show what 
stories of pacification amount to, In the 
meantime, it is estimated that the Spanisn 
loss to date in the field and in hospitals 
will reach 50,000.

Mrs. Lamas was finally sentenced to go 
to the Isle of Pines, then to Fernando, 
P. O., but now it has been decided to Mave 
lier leave Cuba. She was charged with 
mafntaining correspondence with the rebels 
and sending them medicines. In reality 
her sole offense was that her sons were 
in arms against Spain and could be pun- 
ished only thfough her.

HIDES OFF THE FREE LIST. 


Western Gander Wants Some of the 
Sauce Always Monopolized by 
* the Eastern Goose.

WASHINGTON, D. C., <April 10.—The 
results of the Western pressure for high 
duties on local products are apparent. 
While the matter is not positively settled, 
the conclusions reached warrant the state- 
ment that hides will be removed from the 
frde list. 

This concession will mean a great deal. 
It will be a surrender on the part of the 
Eastern influences to the exigencies of the 
situation. 

It will be a heavy blow to New England, 
which is the greatest shoe factory in the 
world, thanks to American nius for in- 
venting machinery and to free hides. which 
have come in untaxed for many years. 

The French Ambassador, vd Patenotre, 
will soon file at the State Department a 
protest against the pending tariff legisla- 
tion. Our transactions with France for the 
last ten years show a balance of trade of 
ag | $20,000,000 a year in our favor. Since 
the Dingley tariff bill threatens to further 
reduce their profits, French merchants are 
strongly in favor of retaliation. he United 
States buy from France annually nearly 
$60,000,000 worth of goods. Wine, woolens and 
silks are the largest importations. They 
sell to France over $80,000, of productions. 

Should the Dingley tariff law be enacted, 
France, it is said, will consider that all 
former commercial] treaties with this Gov- 
ernment have been broken, and will look 
elsewhere for her breadstuffs and other 
goods that she usually buys here. 

Other nations likely to object to the 
Dingley bill are China, Japan and Belgium. 
China buys American cotton fn large quan- 
tities. The Celestial Kingdom has detailed

SOUTHERN UTE RESERVATION. 


To Be Opened for Settlement the Com- 
ing Summer. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The allotted 
lands of the Eastern and of the Southern 
Ute Indian Reservation in Northwest Col- 
orado probably will be opened to settlement 


this summer by presidential proclamation. 
Though the allotments have been completed 
the question of opening has been deferred 
for a long time, owing to what seems to be 
conceded to be a grave error in ae tee 
107th meridian of longitude. Secretary Bliss 
has now taken action and has directed the 
Director of the Geological Survey to deter- 
mine by astronomical observation as soon 
as the season permits the correct location 
of the meridian. This work will not require 
much time, and, though the date has not 
yet been considered, it is probable the open- 
ing will be fixed upon immediately after 
the submission of the director’s report. It 
is claimed and believed by the authorities 
that the meridian is about five miles too 
far west, and the variance of lines involves 
about 48,000 acres, which may inure to the 
benefit of the Indians. The meridian prob- 
ably will be established late in May.

WHERE IS THE GRIEV ANCE? 

Some members of the Democratic City 
Committee seem to feel that they have @ 
grievance against Mr. D. R. Francis be- 
cause when he was invited to contribute 
to the Democratic campaign fund at the 
recent city election he first refused to sub- 
scribe at all and then sent a check for 
only $25. So incensed are they at what 
they consider Mr. Francis’ lack of ‘“‘gen- 
erosity” that there is talk of having the 
check framed and preserved as a dis- 
creditable memento. 

But why should there be any feeling 
of grievance against Mr. Francis on ac- 
count of the smallness of his check? In 
fact, why should Mr. Francis have been 
invited to subscribe at all?

He left the Demo- 
cratic party last year and gave aid and 
comfort to its enemies. He and his 
friends did all they could to pile up the 
McKinley majority in St. Louis in No- 
vember, and he and they were delighted 
that the majority was as large at that 
time as it proved to be.

Why should it be assumed that Mr.

WHAT WILL THE TRUSTS DOP 

Senator Chandler’s proposed amendment 
to the Foraker railroad pooling bill is 
on that line of experiment that usually 
results either in making a spoon or spoil- 
ing a horn. 

The Foraker bill proposes that railways 
shall be permitted to combine to maintain 
fixity of suchrates as may be approved 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Senator Chandler, who is opposed to the 
Ioraker bill, offers to amend it by cloth- 
ing the Interstate Commerce Commission 
with power to authorize maintenance and 
stability of rates by any form of Trust 
or combine now declared illegal by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

The word “commerce” means much 
more than the word “traffic.” The super- 
visory powers of an Interstate Commerce 
Commission might be stretched to cover 
more than traffic operations, although the 
Commission was originally constituted 
with nothing more in view than the con- 
trol of freight and passenger charges. 
It is not likely, however, that Mr. 
Chandler expects his amendment to be 
adopted. What he expects or hopes is 
that it will overload the Foraker bill and 
make its adoption impossible. 
The Republicans in Congress have be- 
come such outspoken champions of the 
Trusts that it is difficult to say what 
action they are likely to take in such an 
emergency, The forthcoming decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the 
Joint Traffic Association may have much 
to do with determining their aetion. If 
that decision is against the Trusts they 
will, unless they decide upon a sudden 
change of policy, do just what the Trusts 
want done, And it is possible in that 
event that the Trusts, realizing their in- 
ability to control the court, might take 
up the Chandler proposal in the hope of 
saving themselves through control of the 
Commission.

“The religious leaders may be loath to ac- 
knowledge the fact,” wrote the Rev. Leigh- 
ton Williams in yesterday’s Journal, “but 
there is an estrangement between the work- 
ingmen and the churches."" There need be 
no hesitancy in acknowledging the fact, 
however, that when the spirit breathed by 
Dr. Williams’ article and that of the Rev. 
Dr. Rainsford, which preceded it in our 
gunday editorial columns, becomes the ani- 
mating, the predominant spirit of the 
churches the estrangement will disappear. 
The pastors of St. George's Episcopal 
Church and of the Amity Baptist Church 
agree that love of money, undue respect 
for those who have money and the dis- 
proportionate rewards which come to such 
as possess the talent for making money 
give us an un-Christian civilization, a civili- 
zation in which the masses suffer under 
poverty and denial of opportunity, while 
the lucky few are gorged. Dr. Rainsford 
deals in the simple truth when he says: 

“The love and worship of money makes 
our social life often painfully Jacking in real 
refinement—makes it vulgarly ostentatious. 

‘Love of money corrupts our Legislatures 
and thrusts the lobbyist and boss into the 
high place of the statesman. 

“Love of money degrades industry and 
makes business a cruel and unscrupulous 
endeavor to outwit and overreach our fel- 
low man, 

“Love of money debauches that great 
natural safeguard of free institutions, the 
press, till it panders to what is lowest, in 
the hope that it will pay. 

“Let no man deceive himself. A very real 
shame of ours to-day; a very real danger 
dogs, as a dark shadow, our advance. It 
is the undue subordination of high and low 
to money.’’ 

Dr. Williams does more than make an 
appeal to the individual conscience against 
the sordid and unjust state of things which 
rouses Dr. Rainsford to noble denunciatory 
eloquence. He pleads for conditions that 
would make it impossible that gross in- 
equality in the distribution of wealth which 
is the marvel and shame of this later time 
when human brains have done such won. 
ders in the way of improving the means o8 
production. Sunday afternoon religious 
eonferences have been begun in Amity Hall, 
and here are some of the principles ac- 
cepted: ; 

“LibertY requires equality; equality re- 
quires fraternity and fraternity demands 
fatherhood. You cannot have a changed 
society without changed individuals; nor 
changed individuals without a changed so- 
ciety. There is no real brotherhood while 
one luxuriates and another starves. If 
God is our common Father, His bounties 
are for all; no monopoly of natural re- 
sources.”’ . 

If that be Socialism, then the Gospel of 
Jesus is Socialism, and the churches in 
order to regain their moral strength, their 
hold upon the masses, must become §So- 
cialistic, too. Unpleasant names do not 
frighten men like Dr. Williams, nor the 
condemnatory cant of contented selfishness 
scare men of the calibre of Dr. Rainsford. 
They have hearts as well as minds and are 
not afraid to let both speak. They know 
that there is a social problem and that it 
should be the duty and the highest mis- 
sion of the church of Christ to be fore- 
most in the endeavors to solve it.

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SCHOOL BOARD GIVES A MONOP. 
OLY WHILE IT CAN. 


PECK-WILLIAMSON CO. AGAIN. 


It Can Put Its Own Price on Certain 
Materials for Use in New 
Echools. 


The Schoo] Board Building Committee 
was furnished fresh proof of the necessity 
for a new regime by granting the Peck- 
Williamson Heating and Ventilating Co. o} 
Cincinnati, a monopoly in School Board 
work. 

It enables the company to charge what- 
ever it pleases for the latrine and ventilai- 
ing systems to be placed in the schools that 
will be erected during the summer. 

In the spring of 1896, just before the pres- 
ent board came into power, the Peck-Will- 
jamson Co. was given a similar monopoly on 
latrines and ventilating systems in new 
schools, In spite of the exposure by the 
Post-Dispatch of the Job the old board per- 
sisted in its proposition, and the School 
Board treasury suffered accordingly. 

Last August the Peck-Willlamson Com- 
pany was given another monopoly on heat- 
ing apparatus for four new schools. The 
exposure of this deal by the Post-Dispatch 
resulted in an effort to prevent it through 
legal proceedings. It failed because of the 
enormous power enjoyed by the Schoo! 
Board under a defective law. 

The new law preventing such proceedings 
goes inte effect May 23. The action of the 
Building Committee Friday ig rewarded as 
an effort by the School Board ring to an- 
ticipate the new law by helping their favor- 
ite before it is too late. 

Chairman John Kissner alone opposed the 
measure. Director Hequembourg of the 
committee was not at the meeting. The 
other committeemen voted for the measure. 
They were Alexander Cudmore, H. C. Koe- 
rig. John P. Collins, Charlies G. Penney and 
Robert Paulus. 

The specifications for the sehools to be 
erected during the summer will accordingly 
call for the Peck-Williamson latrine and 
ventilating system in the plumbing work 
ard exclude all other apparatus, 

In opposing the proposition in the commit- 
tee. Chairman Kissner said: 

“I believe in applying honest business 
methods to the affairs of this committee. 
We should leave the field open to all bid- 
ders, and then the people would get the 
best afforded by the market at the lowest 
price. When this company was given a 
monopoly before its prices to ‘xe School 
Board advanced several hundr®™® per cent, 
although better matertal could have been 
obtained cheaper elsewhere.”

The new road is but part of a general 
echeme to improve North St. Louis and di- 
vert business in that direction. Property- 
holders and business men in that section 
realize the GY mE which have accrued 
to South St. Louis  seaeee of the organ- 
ee eneray of the uth Broadway mer- 

ants. 

It is hoped that before long the persistent 
effort to secure a passenger depot for North 

t. Louls will be successful. The question

This line would cross the Broadway 
cable, the Scullin Mound City and Belle- 
fontaine lines, the Union, Northern Cen- 
tral and Cass avenue lines, the Easton ave- 
nue, the Jefferson avenue, the Grand ave- 
nue and Vandeventer avenue lines.

hen, the franchise having been obtained, 
it will be turned over to the company offer- 
ing the best transfer facilities, and such 
other inducements as may be thought 
proper. : 

As nothing definite has been decided upon 
in these negotiations, the interested parties 
are saying very little about it. umor 
caught the story up, however, and whirled 
it about until it attained several shapes 
and sizes. 

One story was to the effect that L. D.

CAN’T CLOSE THE POOL-ROOMS 
UNDER THE OLD LAW. 


AND HE REFUSES TO TRY. 


The Bookmakers Can Do as They Please 
Till the New Law Goes 
Into Effect. 


Though the Governor has signed the 
Breeders’ bill the pool room keepers will 
bask in “honey clover’’ for at least ninety 
days. 

They have a friend at court in the per- 
son of Judge Murphy, and Chief of Police 
Harrigan says he will not molest them until 
the new law goes into effect, though the old 


law against pool selling is still operative. 

If the Chief’s statement of his position is 
final Tom Walsh and his choice coterie of 
bookies, touts and sure thing men have 
nothing to fear from the police, 

Pool rooms and pool room keepers are not 
known in the philosophy of Four Courts 
officials. Policemen are in and around the 
pool rooms every day, yet Chief Harrigan 
says he cannot arrest keepers and fre- 
quenters of the rooms “unless somebody 
makes a complaint.” 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Chief 
Harrigan why he did not raid the pool- 
rooms. r 

The Chief’s face clouded as he said: “I 
can’t do anything with these people unless 
somebody complains about them.’ 

“If a reputable citizen were to come to 
you and complain, would you then raid the 
pool-rooms?’’ 

“Not simply on the complaint, unless the 
person making it could secure a war- 


“Couldn’t you raid these rooms without 
a warrant?” 

“Yes, but what’s the use? All that could 
be done would be to hold the prisoners for 
the Chief. They would be brought up here 
and I would have to release them at once, 
as I could not prefer a charge against 
them without a warrant. Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Johtison will not issue 
warrants against pool-room keepers, and 
even if he should, Judge Murphy would 
not convict them, as he takes the stand 
that the present law is unconstitutional. 

“T am anxious to break up the pool- 
rooms, but my hands are tied. I can ar- 
rest keepers and frequenters, but where am 
I going to prosecute them? ir anybody will 
show me a sure way to get at these people 
and secure their conviction, I will act 
promptly, but just now I don’t see what I 


can do. 

“Would it not be possible to break up 
the rooms by raiding them daily as soon 
as they open and holding them until you 
ordered their release?’ was asked. 

“Tt is a dangerous thing to make arrests 
without warrants, besides these ple 
can’t be stopped unless there is a chance 
to prosecute them. I think my position in 
the matter is well known. As soon as the 
new law goes into effect I shall close every 
pool-room in town.” .

For all that, his two closing addresses 
were the most powerful of his series. They 
were not argumentative nor along any 
fixed line of thought. They were a climax 
to his iterated appeals to sinners to forsake 
evil and accept Christ. ; 

The evangelist’s nervousness put zest into 
his anecdotes, They were short and snappy. 
He talked at a rate that bewildered the 
stenographers. But it was always the same 
plain direct talk. There were no flowers of 
speech, no sustained oratorical fights to lift 
his audience out of their reserve. He 
brought to them deep and quiet conviction. 

Only once was there an outbreak. Mr. 
Moody began with an appeal for the new 
Y. M. C, A; building. He was particularly 
interested in it, as he had fostered the or- 
ganization during his long revival here 
eighteen years ago. Branching out he spoke 
of the necessity of down-town churches. 
“Property that is worth $1,000,000 for busi- 
ness purposes is worth $10,000,000 for God. 
The down-town church is an antidote for 
some down-town theaters.’’ 

“I understand,” said Mr. Moody, “that 
you have a most horrible theater in your 
city, where they exhibit women—living pic- 
tures on the stage. I think the church of 
God ought to unite and drive such things as 
living pictures out of the city, and any man 
putting things like that on the stage ought 
not to be tolerated tn the city. There was 
a man some time ago skating; the ice broke 
and the man sent up a cry for help. A 
man slept in a house close to the shore. He 
heard the unfortunate’s cries, but went to 
sleep and let the poor fellow drown. When 
it was found out that that man had gone 
to sleep and let that victim cry for hel 
and not answer the appeals, he was hounde 
out of town. And it serves him right, 

‘*A man who is doing what is being done 
in this city ought to be hounded out of 
town, Noman has a right to pollute the 
young; you’ see the vileness, the filth of 
some of these low places. Requests pour 
in from mothers for their sons who have 

one wrong. Oh, it Is hard to bring them 
back again. It is easier to keep a train of 
ears on the track than it is to get them on 
after they are off. There ought to be a gen- 
timent in these cities to drive these things 
out of our communities. 

“T cannot tell you how indignant I feel 
when such things are going on in a civ- 
ilized country and in a city like St. Louis. 
We want the men to stand up on two feet 
and fight this evil out. A man told me not 
long ago that if I didn’t look out some one 
would shoot me for talking as I do. I told 
him ali right, let anybody shoot that wants 
to. I have had forty years’ living in Christ, 
and think I have had my day. am going 
to tell the truth, and if a man is debauch- 
ing or demoralizing the young I am going 
to lift up my voice; and the Christian peo- 
ple of St. Louis ought to lift up their voice. 
All men in St. Louis ought to stand to- 
gether. What is the use of preaching and 
having churches open on Sunday when 
saloons and such dens of vice are running 
wide open in our cities?

FOURTH STREET ENTRANCE. 


A Vexed Question Again Considered by 
the Merchants’ Exchange. 


At the meeting of the Real Estate Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ Exchange Friday 
afternoon the question of a Fourth street 
entrance to the Exchange was considered. 
A number of Fourth street property own. 
ers who advocate the reopening of this en- 
trance were present and submitted plans 


for the proposed entrance, which will cost 
between $25,000 and $30,000. 

It will be of Renaissance design with a 
spacious vestibule of Italian marble and 
finished in mahogany. The exterior will 
be white. When asked for a definite propo- 
sition Mr. Drake, who represented the prop- 
erty owners, etated that he gsim- 
ply submitted the plans as 
“‘feeler,”’ to see how the commit- 
tee stood in regard to the question. It 
the directors were favorable to the reopen- 
ing of the Fourth street entrance and would 
appropriate $3,000 for the preliminary ex- 
penses then a definite proposition would be 
submitted to the Exchange. 

The matter will be considered at the 
regular meeting of the Board of Dt‘rectors 
Monday. 

The Fourth street entrance was closed by 
an almost unanimous vote of the Exchange, 
and if the reopening proposition is submit- 
ted to a vote it will hardly carry, as the ma- 
jority of the members seem to think it 
would have a tendency to attract tenants 
from the Exchange to Fourth street, and 
thus prove an injury rather than a benefit 
to the Exchange.
